Hot drop-forging gives to fine steel the qualities of durability and lasting sharpness 
to a degree not obtainable by any other method of fabrication. Except where 
otherwise specified, all Wiss Garden Shears are hot drop-forged of high carbon 
cutlery steel. This method of manufacturing is omitted only where special design 
makes it impossible to use, as in the manufacture of the vertical action grass shears, 
the flower holding shears, and anvil pruning shears. 

Hardening and tempering by means of scientifically controlled heat treating 
assure that opposing blades are of correct and equal hardness. Blades of unequal 
hardness will cease to cut after brief usage and can never be repaired. 

Grinding is a skill which is attained only after many years of experience. Some 
Wiss craftsmen have been employed by J. Wiss & Sons Co. for more than fifty years. 
Over 25% of the total force has an employment record of 25 years or more. 

The bolt is important because the lasting adjustment of the blade depends upon 
its efficiency. In Wiss Hedge Shears the bolts are oversize for added strength, 
threaded into one blade and secured firmly with a lock nut. In other Wiss tools the 
bolt is placed as dictated by careful research, exactly where it will contribute most to 
cutting power and ease of operation. Examples of this are to be found in anvil and 
professional pruning shears and in vertical action grass shears. 

Hand adjustment guarantees the proper stress of each blade against the other 
to provide perfect cutting at every point the full length of the blade. Every pair 
of Wiss Garden Shears is hand adjusted and hand edged to give that extra efficiency 
for which Wiss products have long been noted. 

Design supremacy stems from a combination of experience and the Wiss program 
of research and experiment. By comparing Wiss products with others, even the 
novice can recognize their easier cutting, better balance, ruggedness, and ease of 
handling under all conditions.
